WASHINGTON I The Homeland Security 
Department will train as many as 5,000 cus- 
toms agents to serve as air marshals when 
U.S. airliners are especially threatened by 
terrorists, officials said Tuesday. 

The backup air marshals would supple- 
ment the current corps of armed, undercover 
federal officers who travel on flights deemed 
at risk by security officials. 

In periods when intelligence suggests 
a heightened threat. Homeland Security 


would be able to dispatch marshals on 
more flights. 

The plan will take the existing air marshal 
program out of the Transportation Security 
Administration and place it under the Bureau 
of Immigration and Customs Enforcement. 
Both are part of Homeland Security. 

Some Democrats in Congress suggested 
the bureaucratic shuffle was an attempt to 
hide inadequate financial arrangements for

Killer Eyes 
‘Reward’ 

Planned execution raises 
fears of renewed violence 

STARKE, FLA. I An unrepentant Paul Hill 
said Tuesday on the eve of his execution for 
the shotgun slaying of an abortion doctor: 
“I expect a great reward in heaven.” 

Barring an unlikely last-minute stay, the 
49 -year- old former minister will be put to 
death by lethal injection Wednesday eve- 
ning for the 1994 murders in Pensacola of 
Dr. John Britton and his escort. 

He will be the first 
American executed for 
anti-abortion violence. 

Hill suggested the state 
will be making a martyr 
out of him. 

“The sooner I am exe- 
cuted ... the sooner I am 
going to heaven,” he said. “I 
expect a great reward in heaven. I am looking 
forward to glory. I don’t feel remorse.” 

Abortion-rights groups worry that Hill’s 
execution will trigger reprisals by those who 
share his belief that violence to stop abortion 
is justified. Several Florida officials connect- 
ed to the case received threatening letters 
last week, accompanied by rifle bullets. 

Gov. Jeb Bush, who was named in one of 
those threatening letters, said Tuesday the 
threats would not keep him from carrying 
out the law. ron word (ap)

States Lag 
In Cancer 
Funding 

WASHINGTON | Cancer deaths may 
be leveling off after several years of 
decline, and many states are lagging 
in proven methods to light the most 
common tumors, says the nation’s 
annual report on cancer. 

Sixteen states spend less than $1 
per person on tobacco control — far 
less than the $5 to $10 per person 
recommended — even though smok- 
ing is the leading cause of lung can- 
cer, the nation’s top cancer killer. 
Screening for breast and colorectal 
cancer varies widely, too. 

And there’s a widening racial 
gap as white Americans increas- 
ingly survive certain tumors bet- 
ter than blacks, says the report pub- 
lished Tuesday in the Journal of the 
National Cancer Institute. 

The report’s overarching find- 
ing is sobering: Death rates for all 
cancers had been inching down by 
about 1.4 percent a year through the 
mid-1990s, but by 2000 that decline 
seems to have leveled off 

At least part of that is due to a 
statistical quirk — a change in how 
cancer deaths are recorded that 
mean fewer were being missed in 
national counts starting in 1999. 

About 556,500 Americans will 
die of cancer this year, and 1.3 
million will be diagnosed with it.

Court Tosses Out 
Death Sentences 


Ruling affects more 
than 100 inmates 
in three states 

SAN FRANCISCO | A federal appeals 
court threw out more than 100 death 
sentences in Arizona, Montana 
and Idaho on Tuesday because 
the inmates were sent to death 
row by judges instead of juries. 

The case stems from a 2002 deci- 
sion by the U.S. Supreme Court, in 
which the high court found that 
juries, not judges, must render 
death sentences. 

But the Supreme Court left 
unclear whether the new rules 
should apply retroactively to inmates 
awaiting execution. 

In an 8-3 vote, the San 
Francisco -based 9th U.S. Circuit 


Court of Appeals said all condemned 
inmates sentenced by a judge should 
have their sentences commuted to 
life in prison. 

The ruling applies only to 
Arizona, Idaho and Montana, the 
only states in the 9th Circuit that 
have allowed judges to impose death 
sentences. 

Two other states, Nebraska and 
Colorado, have also allowed judges 
to sentence inmates to death. But 
the federal appeals courts that 
oversee them have yet to rule on 
the issue. 

The ruling affects approximate- 
ly 3 percent of the 3,700 people on 
death row in the United States. 

Attorneys for Arizona estimat- 
ed that the decision affects around 
100 inmates on that state’s death 
row alone, david kravets (ap) 


Janklow in Court Over Fatal Wreck 


S.D. Congressman 
charged with reckless 
driving, manslaughter 

FLANDREAU, S.D. | On the same 
day his fellow members of Congress 
returned to Washington, Rep. 
Bill Janklow made his first court 
appearance Tuesday on second- 
degree manslaughter and reckless 
driving charges stemming from a 
deadly motorcycle crash. 

Janklow did not speak during the 
five-minute hearing, but several sup- 
porters of the former four-term gov-

His lawyers requested a hearing, 
which was set for Sept. 25-26. 

Investigators say Janklow, 64, was 
doing 71 mph in a 55 mph zone when 
he ran a stop sign on Aug. 16 and collid- 
ed with a motorcycle driven by Randy 
Scott. Scott died at the scene. 

Moody County State’s Attorney 
Bill Ellingson charged Janklow on 
Friday with second- degree man- 
slaughter, reckless driving, speed- 
ing and failure to stop. 

If convicted, Janklow could get up 
to 10 years in prison and a $10,000 
fine for second-degree manslaughter 
and a year in jail and a $1,000 fine 
for reckless driving, carson walker (ap)

Iraq Occupation Could Cost 
$29B a Year, Report Says 

A U.S. occupation of Iraq that 
relies on the creation of two new 
Army divisions could cost up to 
an estimated $29 billion annu- 
ally, according to an analysis by 
the Congressional Budget Office. 
Relying on existing soldiers serv- 
ing one -year tours would cost as 


little as $ 8 billion a year but would 
mean the force would steadily shrink 
as troops were rotated out of Iraq, 
the study said, (ap) 

WASHINGTON 

Supreme Court Urged to 
Take Guantanamo Case 

The Supreme Court was asked 
Tuesday to consider whether the 
Bush administration has violated 
the Constitution by holding 660 
terrorist suspects in Cuba without 
charges or access to attorneys. The 


appeal was being filed on behalf of 
some detainees at the U.S. military 
prison in Guantanamo Bay and their 
families. The detainees are suspect- 
ed of ties to the al- Qaeda terrorist 
network or Afghanistan’s ousted 
Taliban regime. 

An appeals court in Washington 
ruled earlier this year that the 
inmates have no rights to hearings 
in American courts, or other consti- 
tutional protections, because they 
are aliens held outside U.S. terri- 
tory. (AP)

Hinckley to Request Visits 


Reagan gunman lobbies 
for unsupervised trips 
to his parents’ house 

WASHINGTON | The man who shot 
President Reagan 22 years ago will 
get a chance this fall to convince a 
federal court judge that his men- 
tal condition has improved enough 
that he should be allowed to visit 
his parents without supervision, a 
federal judge ruled Tuesday. 

John Hinckley Jr., 48, has been 
a patient at St. Elizabeths Hospital 
since he was acquitted by reason 
of insanity in the shooting of

Reagan and three others outside a 
Washington hotel in March 1981. 
Hinckley said he shot the president 


to impress actress Jodie Foster. 

U.S. District Court Judge Paul L. 
Friedman set either Nov. 3 or Nov. 
17 for hearings on whether Hinckley 
should be allowed to have 10 unsu- 
pervised visits, including five over- 
night trips with his parents. 

Hinckley was in the courtroom 
sitting at the defense table. His par- 
ents were also in the courtroom, but 
U.S. marshals rejected a defense 
request to allow them to visit with 
Hinckley after the hearing. 

Federal prosecutors object- 
ed to the move, citing Hinckley’s 
“history of deception and violence.”

FBI Releases Photos in Bomb Death 


ERIE, PA. I The FBI on Tuesday 
released photos of a metal collar 
found around the neck of a pizza 
delivery man who robbed a bank 
and then was killed when a bomb 
strapped to his body exploded. 

FBI Agent Bob Rudge said the 
bureau hopes that by releasing the 
photos, someone may come forward 
to help solve the strange case. 

Arrested Thursday after a bank 
robbery, Brian Douglas Wells told 
authorities someone had forced him 
to rob the bank. He told officers a 
bomb was attached to him, but he 


died when it exploded before the 
bomb squad could get there. 

At a news conference Tuesday, 
Rudge showed photographs of the 
triple-banded metal collar he said 
was around Wells’s neck and a lock 
that kept it in place. The bomb was 
attached to the collar, officials said. 

According to police and the FBI, 
Wells produced an “extensive” rob- 
bery note at the bank, which has 
been sent to handwriting experts. 

Meanwhile, authorities released 
autopsy information on one ofWells’s 
co-workers, Robert Pinetti, who was

found dead Sunday at his home in 
nearby Lawrence Park Township.

Only two passengers remained 
ill when the Regal Princess docked, 
said Steve Nielsen, vice president of 
Caribbean and Atlantic operations 
for Princess Cruises.

The remainder of the 1,528 pas- 
sengers and 679 crew members were 
allowed to leave the ship.

Arafat May Be Expelled, Official Says 


Minister says it was 
a mistake not to exile 
him two years ago 

JERUSALEM I Israel could seek to 
expel Yasser Arafat by the end of 
the year, the Israeli defense min- 
ister said Tuesday, calling the 
Palestinian leader the biggest 
obstacle to peace. 

Defense Minister Shaul Mofaz, 
who has long supported expelling 
Arafat, issued the warning as Arafat 


and his prime minister, former dep- 
uty Mahmoud Abbas, remained 
locked in a power struggle. 

In an interview with Israel’s 
Army Radio, Mofaz said Israel 
made a “historic mistake” when 
it decided not to exile Arafat two 
years ago. 

Palestinian Cabinet Minister 
Ghassan Khatib said Mofaz’s threat 
of expelling Arafat only raised ten- 
sions, “but is consistent with the 
spirit of escalation of the Israeli 
leadership.” r. plushnick-masti (ap)

In Afghanistan, 
Taliban Regroup 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I The Taliban 
are no longer on the run and have 
teamed up with al Qaeda once 
again, according to officials and 
former Taliban who say the reli- 
gious militia has reorganized and 
strengthened since their defeat at 
the hands of the U.S.-led coalition 
nearly two years ago. 

The militia, which ruled 
Afghanistan espousing a strict 
brand of Islam, are now getting help 
from some Pakistani authorities as 
well as a disgruntled Afghan popu- 
lation fed up with lawlessness under 
the U.S. -backed interim adminis- 
tration, according to a former 
Taliban corps commander. 

“Now the situation is very good 
for us. It is improving every day. 
We can move everywhere,” said 
Gul Rahman Faruqi, a corps com- 
mander of the Gardez No. 3 garrison 
during the Taliban’s rule. 

In the Afghan capital, a Western 
diplomat, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said the religious mili- 
tia, working with al Qaeda, has 
regrouped, changed tactics and 
now operates in Afghanistan and 
in Pakistan, kathy cannon (ap)

Cleric’s Brother 
Rails Against U.S. 


Blames ‘occupation 
force’ for revered 
Shiite leader’s death 

NAJAF, IRAQ | The brother of a clcric 
assassinated in a car bombing told 
400,000 mourners he blamed the 
U.S. occupation forces for the lax 
security that led to the attack at 
Iraq’s most sacred Shiite mosque. 

Also Tuesday, another car bomb 
struck police headquarters in cen- 
tral Baghdad, killing an Iraqi police- 
man and wounding at least 13 oth- 
ers in the latest attack apparently 
targeting Iraqis working with the 
American-led occupation. 

The U.S. military also reported 
the deaths of three more American 


soldiers — two of them in the bomb- 
ing of a convoy in southern Iraq. 

At the funeral for Ayatollah 
Mohammed Baqir al- Hakim, his 
brother raged against the American 
troops. “The occupation force is 
primarily responsible for the pure 
blood that was spilled in holy Najaf,” 
said Abdel-Aziz al-Hakim, the aya- 
tollah’s brother and a member of the 
U.S. -picked Governing Council. 

A senior Iraqi police official 
said there were nine key suspects 
in the bombing in custody — two 
Saudis, one Palestinian carry- 
ing a Jordanian passport and six 
Iraqis. All nine admitted ties to the 
al Qaeda terror network, the offi- 
cial said, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, tarek al-issawi (ap)

Authorities try to curb 
extremism without 
alienating mainstream 

JAKARTA, INDONESIA I Acourt sen- 
tenced Muslim cleric Abu Bakar 
Bashir on Tuesday to four years 
in prison for sedition, but threw 
out charges that he belonged to 
al Qaeda’s main Asian ally — even 
though some of Southeast Asia’s top 
terror suspects have named him as 
the group’s spiritual leader. 

Judges said there was insuf- 
ficient evidence that the ailing, 
soft-spoken 65 -year- old preacher 
is the top power behind — or even 
a member of — Jemaah Islamiyah, 
the group blamed for the October 
2002 Bali nightclub bombings and 
the Aug. 5 bombing of Jakarta’s 
Marriott Hotel. 

However, they also found that 


Bashir was privy to, and did nothing 
to stop, plans by Jemaah Islamiyah 
to overthrow the government of 
Indonesia, the world’s most popu- 
lous Muslim nation. 

Bashir was arrested last October 
in the wake of the Bali nightclub 
bombings, which killed 202 peo- 
ple. He has not been charged with 
involvement in the Bali blasts or the 
Marriott bombing, which killed 12 
people. But prosecutors maintained 
that under his leadership, Jemaah 
Islamiyah plotted to kill Indonesia’s 
president and establish a hardline 
Islamic regime. 

The sentence, which fell short 
of the 15-years’ imprisonment 
sought by prosecutors, suggested 
that Indonesian authorities want to 
curb extremism without alienating 
mainstream Islamic opinion. 

Bashir, who is being held in a 
detention facility in Jakarta, said 


he would appeal the judgment. 

The trial was politically sen- 
sitive for President Megawati 
Sukarnoputri, whose coalition gov- 
ernment depends on the support of 
moderate Muslim parties. 


The United States and Australia 
have warned their citizens to avoid 
travel to Indonesia because of the 
high risk of further attacks on 
Westerners by Jemaah Islamiyah.

Russians, 
Saudis Sign 
Oil Pact 

MOSCOW I Russia and Saudi Arabia 

— the world’s largest oil exporters 

— signed oil industry cooperation 
agreements Tuesday during a land- 
mark visit to Moscow by the Arab 
kingdom’s ruler. 

Crown Prince Abdullah, who met 
with President Vladimir Putin, is 
the first Saudi head of state to visit 
post-Soviet Russia. A Saudi crown 
prince last visited in 1932. 

After talks, Russian and Saudi 
energy ministers signed a five-year 
agreement on cooperation in the 
oil and gas industry. The deal also 
calls for joint ventures in oil and gas 
exploration and research. 

The two sides also were expect- 
ed to take up the sensitive question 
of whether rebels in the secession- 
ist republic of Chechnya receive 
funding from Saudi charities.

Fugitive Hunt Unsettles Macedonia 


VAKSINCE, MACEDONIA | Former eth- 
nic Albanian fighters warned on 
Tuesday that they might take up 
arms again if Macedonian gov- 
ernment forces hunting a fugitive 
militant push too far in the siege 
of a village. 

The siege of Vaksince has raised 
fears of a return to 2001 clashes 
that shook this tiny Balkan nation, 
where tensions are high between the 
minority ethnic Albanians and the 
ethnic Slav majority.

Deal between NBC, 
Vivendi would create 
entertainment giant 

PARIS I General Electric Co.’s NBC 
emerged the winner Tuesday of a 
tortuous, months-long contest for 
the entertainment assets of Vivendi 
Universal, which include a major 
movie studio, three cable chan- 
nels, a television studio and sev- 
eral theme parks. 

NBC and Vivendi said they 
intend to combine the assets into 
a new company, which would most 
likely be called NBC Universal, 
though a final deal has yet to be 
worked out. 

A merger, should it come to pass, 
would create a major media player 
with $13 billion in annual revenues 
that would include NBC’s television 
network, an array of cable networks 
like MSNBC, CNBC, USA and Sci- 
Fi, and Universal Pictures. 

The deal would give NBC more 
heft in an industry dominated by 
titanic companies like AOL Time 
Warner Inc. and Viacom Inc., 
which owns MTV and CBS. NBC 
has been the only major network not 
owned by a larger media conglom- 
erate. Walt Disney Co. owns ABC 
and News Corp. owns Fox. 

For Vivendi, the deal offers an 
opportunity to trim back debts 
— which totaled $13 billion at the 
end of July. 

GE would hold 80 percent of the

Health 
At Issue 

Bryant lawyers seek 
records of accuser 
from Colo, hospital 

DENVER I Kobe Bryant’s lawyers 
have subpoenaed a 
Colorado hospital 
to see his accuser’s 
medical records — 
the first indication 
that they might 
make her mental 
health an issue if 
the sexual assault case against the 
basketball star goes to trial. 

The subpoenas were disclosed 
in a court filing by attorneys for a 
Greeley hospital where the 19 -year- 
old accuser was treated in February 
after police at the University of 
Northern Colorado determined 
she was a “danger to herself.” 

Bryant, 25, is charged with sex- 
ually assaulting the 19 -year-old 
Colorado resort employee June 30. 
Meanwhile, an Iowa college student 
pleaded innocent in federal court 
in Denver on Tuesday to making a 
death threat against Bryant’s accus- 
er in a profanity-laced telephone 
message last month. 

John Roche, 22, is accused of 
leaving a message on the accus- 
er’s answering machine July 27, in 
which a caller threatened to assault 
the woman with a coat hanger and 
repeatedly vowed to kill her. Roche 
remains free on $250,000 bail.

Travel to Cuba will be 
less easy (and less 
legal) in the future 

REGULATIONS I The rumba party 
isn’t over yet for U.S. travelers to 
Cuba, but the lights have dimmed, 
the music is fading and guests are 
starting to leave. It maybe time to 
grab that last dance. 

A year ago, business was boom- 
ing for nonprofits that annually send 
an estimated 20,000 Americans 
to Cuba. Then in March the U.S. 
Treasury Department said it would 


stop issuing “people-to-people” 
licenses, which many of these oper- 
ators use. As the remaining licens- 
es expire — most in November or 
December — so do these trips. 

By next year, many nonprof- 
its expect to have virtually ended 
their Cuba travel programs or 
plan to offer far fewer departures. 
Meanwhile, they are scrambling to 
redesign tours to qualify under more 
restrictive licensing categories. 

The bottom line: It looks as 


though you’ll still be able to travel 
to Cuba legally next year, but on 
fewer and more limited itinerar- 
ies that may require, for instance, 
that you spend virtually all your 
time doing research or delivering 
humanitarian aid. 

If you’re thinking of going 
illegally on your own, without a 
licensed group or via Canada or 
Mexico, think again. The Treasury 
Department is cracking down on

Everything’s coming 
up queer on TV, but 
some see exploitation 

TELEVISION I Gay men have become 
TV’s foremost fashion accessory, 
shown to possess fabulous taste 
and deliver the best catty one-lin- 
ers at any party. 

That’s a stereotype, to be sure, 
but one welcomed by some activists 
because in many ways it’s a positive 
stereotype. Now that Hollywood 
seems to be embracing depiction 
of gays on TV — from the gang on 
“Queer Eye for the Straight Guy” to 
a gay couple’s impeccably decorated 
home on ABC’s fall comedy “It’s All 
Relative” — the question is whether 
the medium benefits the gay com- 
munity or exploits it. 

A1 Rantel, an openly gay con- 
servative radio talk-show host, 
contends that TV’s depiction of 
gays isn’t any less offensive than 
stereotypes of “brainy Asians” or 
financially astute Jews. “The fact is 
most gay men are not lispy, prissy, 
flamboyant queers,” he said. 

Producers Craig Zadan and 
Neil Meron —creators of “It’s All 
Relative,” a clashing- cultures show 
about a woman with gay fathers who 
falls in love with the son of working- 
class bar owners in Boston — are 
unapologetic that their priority is 
to connect with the widest possi- 


ble audience. 

“We’re not setting out to change 
the world,” Zadan said. “We’re set- 
ting out to make a sitcom.” 

Even if outspoken anti-homo - 
sexual groups rally viewers to reject 
these shows, big media companies 
tend to be secular in their worship 
of profits. 

Yet even gay-rights proponents 
have their doubts about casual gay- 
ness becoming the norm. 


“It’s very safe to assume it’s 
going to be part of the (presiden- 
tial) campaign,” Barrios said, add- 
ing, “Willie Horton is going to be 
gay this time” — a reference to the 
black criminal featured in ads for 
then- candidate George H.W. Bush 
in 1988, appealing to fears among 


middle -class white voters. 

Such weighty matters sound like 
a lot of baggage for the “Queer Eye” 
guys; still, based on the lens through 
which TV filters gays, it’s safe to 
conclude that, whatever they con- 
tain, those bags will look just fabu- 
lous.

Ween’s indie sound 
finds an indie label 

MUSIC I Ween spent most of the 
’90s as one of the strangest bands 
on a major-label roster, recording 
a series of unclassifiable records 
for Elektra that included elements 
of country, rock, psychedelia and 
classic pop. 

But while the duo of Aaron “Gene 
Ween” Freeman and Mickey “Dean 
Ween” Melchiondo has achieved cult 
status around the world, its Elektra 
tenure came and went without a 


major commercial breakthrough. 

Ifyou ask Ween’s members, that’s 
just fine. “We held up our end of 
that dysfunctional relationship,” 
Melchiondo says. “We never con- 
tacted them, and we never kissed 
anybody’s [butt].” 

Lifelong friends Freeman and 
Melchiondo spent more than two 
years writing the material that 
would make up their new album, 
“Quebec.” 

Ween considered several label 
options, including releasing the disc 
on its own Chocodog imprint, but 
ultimately inked a worldwide deal

with Sanctuary, which released 
“Quebec” Aug. 5. 

The group is using its newly inde- 
pendent status to develop its own 
proprietary software, WeenAmp, 
which will allow fans one -click 
access to a streaming radio station, 
message boards and a peer-to-peer 
service for trading live concerts. 

Buzz on “Quebec” is already 
high at college radio, for years the 
lone format that embraced Ween’s 
unconventional sound. 

Freeman says he’s proud that 
Ween recorded “Quebec” on its 
own terms. “We pulled some money 
together and worked on this record 
... we just gave them a full, com- 
pleted album. That is a good thing.”

It’s all in the wheels 
for General Motors’ 
gas-electric future 

HYBRIDS I Engineers at General 
Motors Corp. have developed a 
new twist on the hybrid. 

Models now available combine 
gasoline engines and electric motors 
on the main driveline. The new GM 
system moves the electric motors to 
the wheels. They are called wheel 
hub motors and can dramatically 
increase torque, or pulling power, 
while reducing fuel consumption 
and improving traction. 

As a result, a vehicle with a four- 
cylinder gasoline engine augment- 
ed with a pair of wheel hub motors 
could perform as if it had a V-6, says 
GM research and development chief 
Larry Burns. 

The system would work in 
front-wheel drive cars and rear- 
wheel- drive pickup trucks, turn- 
ing them into all-wheel-drive 
vehicles by adding power from the 
wheel hub motors to the wheels 
that aren’t driven by the standard 
power plant. 

The technology “may enable us 
to build some pretty exciting future 
vehicles that have the potential to 
be as quick as a sports car while 
providing significant fuel economy 
improvements,” Burns said. GM 
envisions producing all-wheel- 
drive gas-electric hybrids by 2010; 
the wheel motors will probably be 
part of GM’s planned fuel- cell pow- 
ertrain.

Could thefuture really, actually, truly 
be now?

The 2004 Toyota Prius, which went 
on sale Monday in Japan, comes with 
a system of sensors and automated 
steering thatthe company promises 
will help even hopeless parkers.

Should the parking brake be used 
every time you park? 

Using a parking brake is an 
extremely good idea because it pro- 
tects the transmission if the car is 
bumped while it’s parked.

How good an idea is it to use fuel 
additives in your car?

To boost performance, naah. For 
preventive maintenance, absolutely 
positively.

This new wagon from Japan is 
lively, versatile and affordable, with 
a starting manufacturer’s suggested 
retail price, including destination 
charge, that’s likely to be just under 
$20,000. Final pricing is due to be 
announced later in September. 

Ralliart is Mitsubishi’s inter- 
national performance brand. For 
2004, it indicates a new level of 
trim on two compact Lancer mod- 
els — the new Sportback body style, 
which is really a station wagon, and 
a Lancer sedan. 


The Sportback Ralliart comes 
with a sporty, customized look. A 
standard lower body kit adds front, 
side and rear air dams.

^ A NEGATIVE ATMOSPHERE. See if 

the technicians are condescending, 
impatient or unwilling to answer your 
questions. If you are feeling pressured 
or scared into makingadecision, the 
answer is clear: Head forthe door.

^ ASK AROUND. Friends, relatives, 
co-workers and neighbors are good 
sources of information. Find out how 
longthey’ve been going there and 
for what kinds of work. See if they’ve 
had to return forthe same problem. 
And most of all, find out how the shop 
treats its customers. 

^ CHOOSE CERTIFIED. Pickashop 
with certified mechanics. Technicians 
must pass comprehensive examsto 
be certified by the National Institute 
for Automotive Service Excellence 
andthey must update their certifica- 
tion every five years. 

TRYTRAINING. Consider a repair 
shop that has an ASE Blue Seal of 
Excellence. To qualify, at leastthree- 
quarters oftheshop’stechnicians 




must be ASE-cer- J 

tified. There must be 
onetechnician who is ASE- 
certified for each repair service that 
the shop offers. You can also find a 
repairshopthrough AAA’s Approved 
Auto Repair. Each shop is considered 
for reliability, honesty, mechanics’ 
training and fair pricing. Repairs are 
completed by ASE-certified techni- 
cians. It’s importantto rememberthat 
even if you choose a certified shop, it 
doesn’t mean thatthere are no prob- 
lems orthingsforyou to worry about. 
^ DO A LITTLE MORE HOMEWORK. 
Check with the Better Business 
Bureau to get more information about 
the body shop. Find out if there are any 
consumer complaints on file, (krt) 


How clean is your car air? 

^ Not very, at least during the 
warmer months of the year. The 
air in your car can actually be 
six times dirtier than the air 
outside, due to the dust, mold 
spores, pollen and smog that 
can enter a vehicle through the 
ventilation and air conditioning 
systems. You can protect your- 
self and your passengers from 
contaminants by replacing the 
cabin air filter annually or when- 
ever heating or cooling efficien- 
cy is reduced, says the Car Care 
Council. Cabin air filters are es- 
pecially good for people who suf- 
fer from allergies. 

What’s a cabin air fiiter? 

If your vehicle is a model year 
2000 or newer, it probably has 
one. Check the owner’s manual 
to find out. Replacing the cab- 
in air filter regularly can pre- 



vent musty odors and corrosion, 
which can damage the air condi- 
tioner and heater. 

When shouid I change it? 

The Car Care Council recom- 
mends checking the cabin air 
filter every 12 months or 12,000 
miles. A total car mainte- 
nance schedule can be printed 
from the council’s Web site at 
www.carcare.org. (krt)

WORKING OVERTIME

The Post’s KIRSTIN DOWNEY was online 
Tuesday discussing labor laws, work- 
place standards and overtime pay. 


My employer seems to think it’s per- 
fectly OK to work everyone all hours 
of the night and day as long as you’re 
given “comp time.” What, if anything, 
does federal law say about comp? 

Comp time is a murky legal 
issue. It’s actually illegal in some 
cases, though increasingly custom- 
ary. It’s also rife with abuse when it 
occurs, as many employees report 
that somehow the comp time never 
really becomes available. You 
might want to take your question 
to the Department of Labor’s wage 
and hour division. Also consider 
checking the equivalent of your 
state labor office, which would 
be either the District’s Labor 
Relations office of Department of 
Employment Services. 

I think Americans need more time 
to spend with themselves and their 
families. I’m in favor of the four- 
day workweek. I recall that this was 
almost passed during President 
Nixon’s term in office. Why don’t we 
raise this question again? 

A group called Take Back Your 
Time (Web site: www.timeday.org) 
is spearheading a national drive 
to raise awareness of the issue. 
But long work hours have been 
the subject of decades of debate 
in America. At one point in the 
1930s, the Senate passed a bill that 
would have mandated a 30 -hour 
workweek. The final compromise 
in the Fair Labor Standards Act of 
1938 was 40 hours, and it covered 
a larger percentage of the work- 
force than it does now. 

Do you find any companies taking a 
pro-active measure or measures to 
weed out forced overtime? 

Yes, some hospitals are trying 
to work with their nurses to elimi- 
nate mandatory overtime because 
they want to become more attrac- 
tive employers.
